Applicant alleges that the tendered rejections fail to comply with 706.02(i). The 
rejection of claim 1 directs applicant to Fig. 2 where adjacent walls lie superimposed, 
which meets the relevant teachings (A); indicates what Dahl lacks, meeting (B); sets 
forth the proposal modification (c) as the provision of Dahl with a floor such as taught by 
Tegg et al and provides an explanation (D) i.e. the last sentence of the rejection. 
Therefore the request to remove the finality of the action is denied. 

On page 18 applicants seeks motivation to combine the applied art. The artisan 
would possess motivation to provide a floor in Dahl from noting more than ordinary skill. 
Notwithstanding, ample motivation is present in Tegg et al in that the floor is taught in 
an identical art device i.e. a knock-down toilet enclosure. 

The amendments to the claims constitute new issues in that "stackable" and " for 
transporting said portable toilet shelter" require further consideration and/or search.
